\ [sas than twenty centuries 
have passed since Cato’s slogan, 
“Carthago delenda est,” was 

obeyed by the legions of Scipio Aemil- 
ianus, who razed the proud city to the 
ground and sowed its site with salt. 
Today it is once more in the public 
eye because of the treasures brought 
to light by the excavations carried 
on there by a Franco-American ex- 
pedition. Contemporaneously, Count 
Byron de Prorok, in conjunction with 
Abbé Moulard, has unearthed finds of 
equal interest and value at Utica, 
twelve miles away, and a wealth of in- 
formation has been gained concerning 
the mighty Punic civilization that once 
flourished in North Africa. 

At the latter city the archaeologists 
have located and opened more than 
forty tombs of perhaps the sixth cen- 
tury, B. C., containing necklaces, brace- 
lets, earrings and rings of solid gold.

lage Nine 
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| NFORTUNATE occur- 
rences to historic build- 
ings and structures of the 
Middle Ages in the Old World 
practically prove that this is 
the “crumbling age,” and demon- 
strate that many ancient edi- 
fices have reached the time 
when they can hold out no longer 
and need modern construction to 
preserve them for posterity. 

The latest structure which 
threatens to succumb is the old 
Aleantara Bridge at Toledo, 
Spain, which spans the Tagus 
River. It is of Moorish origin, 
but the present structure dates 
from 1258, the time of Alfonso 
the Learned. It is the end of 
the bridge from which arises an 
old Moorish Tower which is in 
danger of collapse, and wooden 
timbers are now holding it in 
place until it can be completely 
restored. This bridge is defended 
at either end by an impressive 
gateway, and from it one gets 
the best idea of Toledo’s 
strength against invaders. 

At the present time Lon- 
doners are dismayed because 
St. Paul’s Cathedral is going 
through its crumbling era and is 
undergoing repairs, as is Lincoln 
Cathedral in Northern England. 
And Italians are worrying be- 
cause the Leaning Tower of Pisa 
is threatening to lean too far.

BRIDE must be picturesque and she must, at the same

ROOF that a preacher’s proverbial liking for 
P fried chicken is not all a matter of myth and 

legend is contained in the case of the Rev. 
James Houghton of Junction City, Kan., a regional 
Superintendent of the Universalist Church, who is 
not only a poultry fancier—he is the originator of a 
new breed of domestic fowl, developed through some 
thirty years of experimental breeding. 

This new breed, which is called “Shawnee,” has in 
its make-up the blood of several prominent strains, 
chiefly of the Brahmas, Leghorns and Pit Games. 
It thus represents a combination of the Asiatic, 
English and Mediterranean strains. The Asiatics 
are known for their size and sturdiness, the Mediter- 
ranean for their egg-laying ability, the English for 
their form of body and texture, and flavor of flesh, 
constituting a superior variety for broiling and 
roasting. 

The Shawnees, it is claimed, possess the good qual- 
ities of all the types from which they were evolved. 
In beauty and color they are striking-looking fowls, 
and served for Sunday dinner they are declared to be 
par excellence. 

The breeding of poultry might be said to be 
almost universal in appeal. Backyard flocks and 
poultry farms are everywhere. Yet, in the work of 
the Rev. Mr. Houghton, the small poulterer should 
find especial encouragement, because the Shawnee 
breed was originated and developed under back- 
vard conditions.
